CHARLESTON, May 1. 

The French privateer schooner La Revanche 
du Cerf, of this port, dropped down into the 
Road on Sunday morning last; in the evening 
she crossed the bar and came to anchor oft the 
north channel. Yesterday morning a recruit of 
30 men Was sent down to her on board a fishing 
smack and one of the Sullivan’s Island packet 
boats, and we presume she is now completely 
ready to recommence her “ useful labours.” 
We hail her of this port, because it is here that 
sac disposes of her plunder, and it is here that 
she has received a complete out-fii in every 
thing necessary to enabte her to continue her de- 
pradations. on American commerce.—if grati- 
tude were inherent in the composition of a 
French privateersman, we should at least hope 
that the vessels belonging to this port from which 
she bas been ushered forth with such increased 
energies, Would be exempted by her from plun- 
der; but we fear that even our own ships (there 
being a number ready for sea) may be sufferers, 
and that, like the fabled adder, she will sting the 
hand that has so kindly nurtured her. 

May 3. 

The United States brig Ferret, Lieut. Gans- 
DEN, arrived yesterday from a cruise, last from 
Norfolk. The Ferret has been altered since 
she left this port from a sloop into a brig, and we 
understand from her officers that the alteration 
has greatly improved her in point of sailing, &c. 

We are informed that when the Ferreé first 
came in sight of the bar yesterday the French 
privateer stood towards her, no doubt in his 
hope she would prove a 4on prize ; but when she 
perceived her to be a vessel of war, she imme- 
diately put about and ran into shoal water for 
protection, undoubtedly supposing her to be an 
English vessel. 

Respect of French Privateersmen for /Imerican 
laws.—Yesterday evening five dray loads of 
goods, consisting of silks cambrics, britannas, 
&c. to the amount of 8 or 10,000 dollars, were 
seized by the custom house officers and lodged 
in the public stores —They were part of the 
plunder brought into this port on board the 
schooner La sevanche ef Cerf,and were seized in 
consequence of being illicitly conveyed on shore. 
The public know but half of tie foul piay of this 
privateer—She came in here under pretence of 
being in distress, and has taken advantage of the 
friendly shelter given her, to make sales of mer- 
chandize to more than the amount of 15,000 dol- 
lars to discharge the bills f repairs, when every 
one knows that less than that sum would build 
her out ard out, and equip her for sea. She pre- 
tends to have been blownoff the coast, while all 
her men were on shore, in « heavy gale of wind, 
which no body knows or has heard any thing a- 
bout And now, after having lain in our waters 
more than a month, her officers have had the au- 
ducity to bring their goods into the city m oppo- 
sition to the laws of the country. 

A conversation held by one of these priva- 
teersmen with a friend, that was overheard in 
the public baths of the city, would throw more 
light upon the principles and views of these vio- 
lators of ourlaws. Some night work also, which 
has been going on between « 1¢ privateer and the 
shore would throw additional evidence in the 
hands ef the defendants in a prosecution made 
on behalt of the Revanche du Cerf.

It is, however, by no 
means improbable that Gen. Armstrong will de- 
matd passporis, and return himself to Ainerica 
in tne Join Adams, as the French government 
has recently adopted measures so hostile to the 
American governinent that it would lose all re- 
spect in the eyes of mankind if it were to submit 
to them. Private letters from Paris, indeed, da- 
ted the 18th inst. state, that General Armstrong 
had actually demanded passp-: rts, as the French 
Government had issued an order for the seizure 
and sale of American vessels and property. In- 
telligence of the same nature, it is said, has been 
received by Mr. Pinkney and by our Ministers. 
‘The conduct of Bonaparte towards America has 
been so sivange, capricious, and impolitic, that 
such an order might naturaily be expected from 
him; and if so, we wustit will dispose the A- 
merican government to be more sensible of the 
wisdom of being upon good terms with the only 
power that can guard their commercial interests, 
and enable them to support their independence. 

The diamond which ornaments the hilt of Bo- 
naparte’s sword is werth 12,Q00,0U0 of francs, 
which is three times the value of the celebrated 
Orleans diamond. 

‘The value of the jewels and nuptial ornaments 
which Napoleon has destined tor his bride are es- 
timated at 18,U00,000 of franes. 

The Court of Deumark, it is said, has seized 
and ordered for sale, ali American vessels in its 
Ports, and direc ed the proceeds to be paid into 
the Royal ‘Treasury. 

March 31. 

We yesterday received some more Portu- 
guese papers—they are of so iate a date as the 
18th inst. and contain verv favorable represen- 
tations of the state of the armies in Spain and 
Portugal, The British head-quarters continu- 
ed at Vizen on the 15th, when an expectation 
appeared to be entertained that a battle would 
very shortly take place; but we are inclined to 
thik that the encmy willnot proceed to any op- 
eraiions of consequence against Portugal while 
the thte of the South of Spain remains unde- 
cided. Private letters from Elvas state, that 
Gen Hill’s division had advanced to Portale- 
gre and Avranches in support of Badajoz, 
where the Marquis de Romana commands. 
Picquets of British cavalry had passed through 
that place to reconnoitre the enemy who were 
at Merida and Zafra. General Slade was at 
Badajoz, as was also Assistant-Commissary -Gen- 
eral Pratt, who was employed settling the 
claims of individuals for the last campaign— 
very few British remained there the beginning 
of this month. The town had not suffered 
from the late attack of the French. It appears 
that it was on the 6th the French, under Se- 
bastiani, entered Malaga. It withs:ood three 
several attacks before it surrendered, and the 
enemy on entering it are said to have conduct- 
ed themselves with great barbarity. ‘The sub- 
sequent evacuation of the place, as announ- 
ced in former Lisbon papers, is accounted for 
in a way which we hope may prove a well 
founded supposition. The combined armies of 
Murcia and Valentia are represented on their 
march for Madrid, and report even goes the 
length of stating, that they had actually enter- 
ed that city. Under these circumstances it be- 
came necessary to call in some of the distant 
troops for the protection of the capital. The 
Spanish armies generally are stated to be in 
high spirits, and daily increasing. That of the 
left is to amount to 40,000 men, of whom 15,- 
000 were assembled in Badajoz on the 12th, 
and §,000 more were daily expected. A har- 
rassing warfare, tbe best which the Spaniards 
could wage, appears to be maintained all over 
the Peninsula. ‘The French were repulsed in 
an attack upon Astorga. It was reported that 
Marshal Victor (Duke of Belluno) had fallen 
in another affair; but neither date nor place is 
mentioned. 

Letters from Cadiz mention, that the French 
have ordered an enrollment to take place imme- 
diately in Xeres, Port St. Mary, San Lucar, Rota, 


and che adjacent towns, of all men capable of 


bearing arms, who are to be ready at a moment’s 
notice. Itis added, that in consequence ot 
this order, 1500 young men belonging to the 
town of Xeres Hed from it, and went to the Si- 
erra of Ronda, to join the armed patriots, who 
are constantly cutting off supplies destined for 
the enemy’s camp. 

Letters from Oporto, of the 20th inst. have 
also been received. They state there was then 
ho apprehension of an immediate visit from the 
enemy ; bat containno news, except that the 
ravaging effeets of the late hurricane had been 


felt there.as well as at Lisbon and Cadiz.

the fund hope that the event may lead to a gen- 
eral peace. 

April 6. 

The proceedings of the House of Commons 
last nicht, on Sir Francis Bardett’s case, can- 
not fail to be read with coasidcrable interest by 
persons of every description, whatever may be 
their political opinions. , 

At the early hour of ten o’ciock yesterday 
morning all the avenues to tie House were 
blocked up-by crowds of people, eager for ad- 
mission, Qa the doors being opened at the u- 
sual hour the gallery was instantly crowded, al- 
most to suffocation. The press was the most 
excessive we have ever witnessed, but we are- 
happy to add that no accident happened. The 
lobbies remained crowded during tae whole of 
the night. 

An extraordinary number of constables were 
on diity to preserve order ; and, if we are right- 
ly mformed, the Horse Guards had received 
orders to hold themselves in readiness to be cal- 
led out in case of any necessity. 

The debate lasted tll past seven o’clock this 
morning. In the course of the debate Lord 
Folkstone concluded a speech in opposition to 
the Resolutions, by moving that the House do 
proceed to the other orders of the day, alter a 
long, and in some respects a very ammated dis- 
cussion. This motion was negatived, na mo- 
tion of 271 to 8U. The Resolutions were then 
adopted ; after which, sir Robert Salusbury 
moved, * That Sit Francis Burdett be comimit- 
ted to ic Tower.” Upon this motion Mev. Sher- 
ten moved, as-an amendment, That the 
House do now adjourn,” but on a division, the 
amendment was iost, and the mo ion for the 
commitment was carned, ihe numbers being 
190 to 152. 

Sir F:ancis, who was at h's house in Piccadil- 
ly, was immediately. mformed of the decision 
by his brother, Mr. Jones Burdett, who had 
been im the gailery during the whole of the de- 
bate. The Sergeant at Arms arrived at Picca- 
dilly with the Speakers’s Warrant nearly at the 
same time with the Buaronet’s Brother, and, pro- 
ceeded to the Tower, after Sir Francis had taken 
leave of his family, he and his brother left the 
house with the Sergeant at Arms. 

By accounts from Cadiz, the French have 
made considerable progress in their advances a- 
gaimst the ety. Some of the private letters 
state that a constant firing is Kept up beiween 
the French and Spanish ba.terics. Such is re- 
presented to be the strength of the enemy’s 
batteries, that none of the ships of war have 
been able to bear upon them with any effect. 
except one of the Spanish 64’s manned with 
an English crew 

The P rtuguese papers assert, that Malaga 
has been evacuated by the enemy. 

Accounts from Badajoz mention, that 15 de- 
serters froma Hanoverian regiment of bourse in 
the French service, hadcome im They stated, 
that great discontents prevailed in the French ar- 
my, and that nothing prevents the soiciers, [es- 
pecially those that are foreigners,] from desert- 
ing in great numbers, but the fear of not being 
received by the Spaniards and Portuguese, ‘Tiie 
15 requested to be allowed to enter the British 
service. 

An official dispatch signed by General O’Don- 
nel, commanding the 2d division of the Spanish 
army of the left, states, that on the morning of the 
4: ult. he drove the French trom the town of 
Caveres, and chased them tor about two leagues 
and a half. 

Other skirmishes, magnified into important 
battles, are alluded to in these papers, but tie de- 
tails are so extremely detective as to destroy 
their interest, and much of their credibility.
